MDS makes a 
lot more sense to the weak signal operator since a signal 10dB above the 
noise is very loud to many of us that are struggling to copy something 
only a dB or so out of the noise. The difference in a receiver system 
that claims a MDS of -140dBm vs one at -137dBm, for instance, is 
substantial. Assuming identical filter bandwidths of course. 


Now...can you actually use that sensitivity in real life? On HF it would 
be doubtful below about 21MHz, in all except the quietest of locations, 


due to outside atmospheric noise. But on 10 and 12M or as an IF for 
transverters it certainly makes a difference. 


Many years ago I built up a 417A preamp for 14-30MHz to use ahead of a 
2B, 75A4, HRO-60, R4C and others. Today I use it with the 5134. It 
really helps. Even my TS940 ricebox has been substantially improved by a 
SS preamp with a measured NF of 1dB @ 28MHz. At only about 10dB of gain 
it brings the system NF down to 4.5dB. 


In a few more years many may want to use our BA's on 10M; it would be 
nice to know that we can hear the stations calling. Get out the soldering 
iron and dig for those 6BZ7's, 6DJ8's or even 6CW4's.

Picked up a "pre-converted" 40m ARC-5 TX at a hamfest and am trying 
to get it running in time for the AWA Contest on Wednesday. On the 
good side, it seems to be all there, keys well and puts out a rel- 
atively nice note. Not drifting too bad, either. 


The problem is that it's only putting out 1/2 watt. The major problem 
that I see is that the B+ voltage drops from 450 volts to under 200 
volts when keyed. Current seems OK at 175 mills. Also, there seems to 
be a half dozen or so points, where the inductor seems to peak the 
output to the same 1/2 watt level. 


It's 1:45am, and the clip leads are looking like a maze. 
Any "words of wisdom" would be sincerely appreciated. THANKS MUCH.

Hi Paul. 

Here's a few things to check that solve 90% of this 
kind of problem in Command Sets. I'm assuming 
you've checked your tubes so you know you don't have 


some kind of exotic internal short. 


You wrote: 

>Picked up a "pre-converted" 40m ARC-5 TX... 
>..it's only putting out 1/2 watt.... 

>the B+ voltage drops from 450 volts to 
>under 200 volts when keyed. 

>Current seems OK at 175 mills. 


The first thing to check here is your power supply 
itself. Disconnect the power supply from the rig 

and hang just as large (wattage) a 3000 ohm resistor 
as you can find across the 450+ VDC lead to ground. 
3000 ohms at 450VDC should draw 150 mils. See if 
your supply will hold over +400 volts with this load. 
Caution: You are dissipating 67.5 watts, so make it 
quick! It's unlikely you'll find a 50-100 watt 3000 
resistor, but you can do this with a 5-10 watter if 
you measure it quickly and allow the resistor to cool. 


If it won't hold over +400 VDC, which is the minimum 
for getting any kind of power out, then you need a 
supply with more "guts" to it. 


Second test: If your power supply holds it's voltage 

at 150 mils, then you're dissipating at least 43 watts 

as heat somewhere in this circuit! Look for hot components. 
Watch where you put your fingers! 200 VDC can kill, too. 
Prime suspects are: 


1. That three-banger .05 bathtub cap on the rear skirt. 
Leakage in it can ruin PA bias, chirp or kill the oscillator 
and poke-out your magic eye tube. 


2. C64, the screen bypass cap. It's the one closest to the 
bottom cover of the pair mounted on the side of the chassis. 


3. C66, the plate B+ bypass cap located between 
the 1625 sockets.

This is going to be some work, but it's very 

much worth it. Go to Wally World and get some good 
paste silver polish. Disconnect and remove the 
roller antenna loading coil assembly and 

the contact roller assembly. Note carefully how 


the mechanical parts fit together! That little 
leaf spring contactor on the roller coil hub 
only works one way. Disassemble the whole mess, 
including the contact roller assembly 

(careful with those screws!) 

and get ready to get dirty. 


Follow the instructions on the paste. 

Use a foam-rubber pad or a clean rag to polish the 
coil turns, the roller bar, the roller bar spring 
supports, the roller itself, the contact-end hub of 
the roller coil, the antenna switch contactor post 
and the little leaf spring that connects the post 
with the hub of the roller coil. 

Polish the inside contacting surface(the hole) 

of the roller using a "Q-Tip" (tm) cotton swab 
until all the black crud comes out. 

Clean the hole out with clean Q-Tips. Everything 
should polish-up to a high reflective gloss. Rinse 
in clean, warm water to remove all paste residue. 
Again, the instructions on the paste should help. 


Clean the ceramic roller coil hub support with 

mild detergent, water and an old tooth brush. 

Handle it carefully. Rinse well. Clean the aluminum 
mounts the same way. Important: When you reassemble 
this ceramic mount *xdon'tx gorilla the screws! ! 

Pull them up snug and daub-on some paint or fingernail 
polish to hold them in place. "Stock" is black paint. 


When everything is nice and dry, reassemble. Puta 

drop of oil on the bearings of the aluminum parts of the 
roller-coil assembly. Don't use oil on the ceramic 

side! I've never lubed that end, though I suppose 

a toothpick-end worth of Vasalene (tm) on the non-contact 
Side wouldn't hurt. Don't use any kind of lube on 

the roller wheel assembly. 


Now, to the tank coil assembly. Most people don't have 
the spline wrentches to remove the end hubs that hold 

and turn the link coil, so put a drop of good DE-OXIT (tm) 
or other contact cleaner on both hubs to maintain good 
contact. 


If you're going to feed a 50-ohm antenna, remove the 
wire from the output of the tank coil to the roller coil. 
Replace this with a good quality, *NPOx 50 PF capacitor 
good for at least 3 Kilovolts. Use 75 PF for 80 mtrs. 


It's critical that you use a good cap here! A weinie 
little ceramic 1KV will heat, drift and eat power. More 
importantly, the drifting cap will change your antenna 
loading and thus pull the rig off frequency. 

It can even impart a chirp! The original manufactures 
used a vacuum cap for this, so you get the idea. 


Hope this helps, Paul. Get back to me if not and we'll 
scratch our heads somemore.

Old Radio Wisdom Folks: 
Two radios I need to know more about. Thanks. 


You will recall I posted a week ago that I picked up a BC-342 
receiver at the Rock Island hamfest. I've been enjoying 
listening to the radio, despite the fact that one band (11-14Mc) 
is totally dead (any ideas where to start?). Two questions: 


1). This radio appears to have a depot mod (post WWII?) that 
added a fine-fine tuning knob. This mod involved putting a 
approx 1-1/2 inch gear on the existing fine tuning knob, plus 
adding a swing-out knob with a small gear that connects 

when desired. Anybody know about this mod? It seems well 
done, and it is very useful with Cw. 

2) The "knuckle connector" (I don't know what else to call it) 
is missing. You know, that front-panel multipin connector that 
angles down in the lower right. Is that where the control head 
for use with the SCR-x99 radio sets hooked up? 


The radio is by know means perfect. The main antenna 
connector in the upper left has been replaced with a SO-239, 
plus at one of the key/headphones connectors has been 
replaced with a toggle switch and another is missing.

Can someone point me to manuals 

and articles on this xmitter? I have not used it yet, as I am without 
the dynamotor. The right end panel is missing, otherwise it 

appears to be in very good condition. Those plug-in frequency 

modules are really neat. Can someone tell me more about it, 

like what receiver would normally be paired with it in the aircraft, 
and on what planes was it likely used?

Acquired a CV-591A that must have been a long time in an outdoor pile. 
At some point in its life it was converted to civilian use, as the 3 
pin MIL power connector is gone and a cheap line cord threads through 
the hole. The fuse was intact, but it was 10 amps! The 5Y3 had been 
replaced by a 5R4 - so I went looking for B+ problems with an ohmmeter. 
Amazing what some people will do to keep the gear running as it fails. 


The supply has a 4 mfd capacitor input followed by 15 henries, then 
35 mfd, another 15 Hy choke, and a final 35 mfd. It supplies 300 VDC 
at about 90 milliamps. The first choke has a ground fault, about 2K 
ohms. It has the right winding resistance, and the bridge says both 
of them are 12 Hy. 


Got out the 200 watt American Beauty with the 5/8" tip, opened the seals 
where the leads come out, and tried to unsolder the case. Yes, it's a 
sealed case about 2" square and 3" high, solder seal around the bottom. 
Some kind of brown wax exuded from the seals, but I couldn't get enough 
solder out to break the bottom piece loose. 


Does anybody know how to get one of those things open? 


Better yet, does anybody have a can like that marked T.M.C. TF-5000 
that does not have a ground fault? 


Or a TMC parts unit. The -4 and the -9 used the same power supply. 


Or a 300 ohm 10 watt resistor. I can always add more microfarads. 


Side question about the 591 - I've heard high prices for them. Are 
they rare? Would it be a mistake to remove the remote control relays?

The Dalton hamfest was very good (I don't think I'd been to it before), 
and substantially larger than the others I'd been to in Georgia in the 
last six months. There were lots of boatanchors... 

I arrived somewhat late (maybe 8:15), found a not-so-muddy parking space, 
and while walking towards the ticket booth I saw someone walking towards the 
parking lot with a bug key and a rice, er, uh, sandbox. I knew I was late 
right then - I might have bought that key. 

The first thing I bought was a "Powerstat" variac, er, variable 
auto-transformer. It was only the transformer with the disk that turned the 
sliding contact, a hole for knob shaft, the three connections on the side, 
and a large knob taped to the side, and a label that said something like 
Powerstat, Volts 120 Amps 9. The variac, uh, Variac(tm) (r) -brand-name-for- 
a-General-Radio-made variable auto-transformer I bought last year for $30 
only does 5 amps, so I thought if this can be had at a decent price I'll 
get it. I asked, and he said $11. Do you know the feeling when you try 
not to act too over-enthusiastic about buying something, so you don't 
send the seller the message you think he priced it too low...? 

The other neat purchase was a Knight KG-652 RF Sweep Generator. The 
price tag said $25, but the seller took $20. I opened it up, and it looks 
very clean on the inside as well as the outside - only a little dust, no 
rust or signs of age at all. I had been wondering how it does the sweep 
thing - how it changes the oscillator frequency at a 60-hz or audio 
rate. I'd read talk on the list of old sweep generators moving capacitor 
plates back and forth at 60 Hz. I also wondered what that speaker was doing 
inside the unit, especially since there was only the power transformer, and 
no audio output transformer. Careful observation showed the speaker 
voice coil is mechanically connected to a ferrite core of a coil. And the 
‘sweep magnitude’ control is actually a rheostat (or 'high-power' 


potentiometer) across the heater supply, with the wiper going to one lug of 
the speaker voice coil (the other lug going to ground). 

Now that I know basically how it works, I'm not interested in tracing the 
wiring anymore (this thing has eight tubes), but I would like to put it to 
good use. Does anyone have a manual they can send or photocopy for me? 

I bought the only Tek plug-in I saw, a sampling sweep plug-in for the 
561, for $5. I know what sampling is (as far as the new-fangled digital 
storage scopes, and I actually get paid to do DSP programming), but I 
don't know how that applies to old tube-type scopes. Stan Griffiths in his 
book tends to discourage using sampling plug-ins unless you know exactly 
what to do with them. To use it I think I'd need the sampling vertical 
plug-in also. So I bought it with two ideas in mind - either trade 
it for something I need, or junk the guts for parts and design/wire up my 
own standard-type plug-in. This would be a dual-channel vertical, for the 
561 I've had for years, which has a single-channel vertical. Yet another 
project... 

There were several things I was tempted to buy, and had the money for, 
but I resisted. The big thing was the HQ-110 project - no case, no tubes, 
but the seller said he thought it was otherwise complete. Appearance was 
quite dirty, but for a 15-second look it did look complete. I already have 
too many projects sitting around (I should probably be doing something else 
rather than typing this), but I was very tempted at $25. 10 minutes later 
I saw someone else walking by with it. I hope he enjoys fixing it up... 

There were many BA's for sale - I'd say several dozen. I didn't take 
notes and don't remember models and prices. One I do remember was an HRO 
that looked like new, in the $500's. 

The weather started out nice, it had rained through the night but had 
cleared when I got there, and was quite warm for February. Over the next 
hour the wind was blowing, the clouds came in, the temperature fell a lot, 
and I wondered if it would rain, or even snow, but it didn't. I left around 
11:30. If I won any prize drawings, please let me know... 

I got several hamfest fliers, and I will definitely be at Kennesaw (much 
closer to home for me), I think it's in three weeks. Happy BAfesting...

Hi Greg and BA'ers, 


Greg, thanks for the nice 'fest report from Denver on the 16th. I had looked 
at your new HRO and thought about getting it. Sure glad to know it went to 
someone who appreciates it for what it is! 


That $300 R390A was another temptation. Don't know what final price was but 
it had been dropped on the left rear and I was afraid of it...for that price. 


The asking price on the "Hallicrafters HT-9 "radiotelephone & radiotelegraph 
transmitter" was $100. As you pointed out, all the tubes were missing. There 
were some large empty holes in the chassis....don't know what was missing 

but replacement was iff'y. Hope someone eventually resurrects it. 


Yes, I got that big old RCA transmitter/receiver, the RCA SSB-1 Mark IV-A in 
the rack, with two pullout drawers. It was really nasty looking and I bought 
it due to fond memories (but I told that story to the list earlier in the 
week). 


The hardware has cleaned up quite well. The bottom few inches of the rack 
was badly rusted but a complete grind-out and patching fixed that. The new 
rack paint looks good. The front panels of the Rx/tx drawers were in good 
condition under that black paint overspray. Careful removal of the overspray 
with very fine steel wool and soapy water, followed with a coat of automotive 
Turtle Wax has the front panels looking like new! Even the silk-screened 
operating instructions on the front panel emerged from under that black paint. 


Without a manual this is one confusing radio! The system can be operated from 
up to three remote locations and there are at least 3 audio systems and mike 
input circuits. All I/O is switch controlled and interconnected through 
bundles of wire 1/2 inch in diameter and I don't want to have to cut the 
lacing to trace them. Add to that an "intercom" function between the remote 
operation positions and it's a mess. Robert Fowle put me on the track of 

a manual at W7FG's and Gary is sending me a manual! The manual is a couple 

of versions earlier than the radio but there "should" be much in common.... 

I hope. Thanks guys! 


The transmitter has four parallel, switch selected, tuned stages from the 
drivers (6CL6's) out past the finals (3 x 6146's), each of which can be 
pretuned for specific frequencies. 


Progress so far: replaced one shorted leg of the Tx B+ power supply bridge and 
the Tx fuse. That's probably what took the thing out of service back in the 


dark ages. The filter caps in the Tx and Rx have all been reformed so it's 
now ‘aglowin again and all 30 tubes checked good. Most of them are original 
RCA's. Haven't yet heard the first peep out of the receiver so I've started 
tracing through the circuit while keeping my eyes open for the manual in the 
mail. 


If any of you BA'ers get a flicker of recognition from this description, I'm 
still looking for the correct version of manual for the RCA SSB-1 Mark IVA.

Without getting into debates about this receiver versus that, etc., 
I'd like to just point out that the average *ATMOSPHERIC* noise level on 
planet Earth is about 20 dB above the kTB noise floor at 20 MHz. For 
average suburban man-made noise, add another 20 dB; for average urban 
man-made noise, add an additional 16 dB. Thus, for a 500 Hz bandwidth 
(rectangular assumed, of course) HF receiver, true real-world MDS will 
occur at: 

500 Hz kTB noise floor: -147 dBm 


500 Hz + atmospheric: -127 dBm 
500 Hz suburban: -107 dBm 
500 Hz urban: -91 dBm 


As those of us who have worked for decades in the signals 
intelligence game know full well, xALL* HF receivers are external noise 
limited unless they have *xvery bad*x front ends (or are in need of 
servicing). *INTERMODULATION* performance is *xMUCH* more serious a 
concern, as is *RECIPROCAL MIXING*x in modern synthesized rigs (it can 
artificially raise the receiver's internal noise floor to amazingly 
abominable levels).

Roger, 


I've stripped off lots of paint so I can recommend two methods which are 
successful for me. 


1) Liquid paint stripper - I use Poly Super Strippa by LePage. Not sure if 
this brand is available in your area. You may already know this, but its 
worth re-iterating to the group. Liquid paint stripper only removes ONE coat 
at a time. It must be applied and wiped off the same number of times as there 
are coats of paint. Believe it or not, but I've run into some paints which 
are actually impervious to liquid paint stripper. In that case, don't blame 
the product. I can assure you that the Lepage product is potent. If you can't 
budge the paint, go to step 2. 


2) Propane torch - Show me any ordinary paint which can defy the flame! Just 
remember to do this outdoors. When the paint softens, scrape it off with a 
dull edged scraper using light pressure. If you are too heavy handed, the 
scraper will scratch the metal and cause you extra refinishing work. NOT 
recommended if the cabinet has any permanently attached parts made with 
materials which can be damaged by heat. 


A method which works very poorly is the electric heat stripping gun. The 
metal in the cabinet acts as a heat sink and the results are 
unpredictable. 


More methods: You may consider checking your Yellow Pages for 'metal laundry' 
outfits. These places prepare metals for painting or plating, so they may be 
able to assist you. Another product which I have heard of, but not used 
personally, is carburetor cleaner. Has anyone in the group tried this?

Another "can't get the good stuff" workaround for paint stripper is DOT 
4 brake (hydraulic) fluid; never used it on purpose, but my MG (and many 
others!) bears witness to the effectiveness of the stuff. Liable to leave 
an oily coating, which household ammonia or "carbo-clor" will remove. 

It's persistent--work over a dropcloth or plastic sheet, as it does 
neither grass nor critters any good. 

Acetone and tolulene are often available in pint/gallon cans at 
hardware stores, too, and will remove some types of paint. Both of ‘em 
will burn like nothing you've ever seen (once trimmed my eyebrows & lashes 
by attempting to start green wood burning using acetone--it all vapored up 
above the stuff and made the most amazing white flash and BANG! when I 
flipped a match at the wood.

xALL* of this stuff is of the "use outdoors, avoid flame and spark, 
keep away from critters & kids, do not inhale the vapors" variety! Barry 
Ornitz has written informatively in the past on the topic and likely will 
again--if not, go find his posts in the archives. He also went into 
detail about the active ingredients in strippers (what to look for, what 
not to do). 

This doesn't have to be said but I will anyhow--don't mix stripping 
chemicals and heat guns or torches! Get all the glop off and the panel 
xcleanx before you resort to heat...and even then, be ready for some 
fire. Aluminium can be distorted by too much heat, so take care.

I just finished stripping the paint from a SP600-JX-14 pannel using 
Stryp-eze, the gelled type. 


As a matter of fact I had bough the stripper earlier in the day on 
Saturday and read the post in regards to its performance before I 
started stripping the pannel. 


I applied the the stripper to the pannel, with no small amount of 
trepidation, after having read this post and allready having shelled out 
$6.00+ for the stripper. I came back after 30 minutes and the paint had 
pretty well bubbled off. I used a cheap brush that I had cut short to 
add a little scrubbing for some of the more recalcitrant spots. There 
were still a few patches when I was finnished so I applied a little 
more stripper to those spots and let it sit a while longer. 


Those tough spots then came off with ease after the second application. 
I then wiped the pannel with a rag soaked in alcohol followed by a wash 
in warm water with dish washing soap. 


The SP600 pannel is now ready to prime. 


I was very happy with the product. BTW, I have no connections with the 
manufacturers of this product. I chose it because it was about $2 less 


then a similar product in the store.

By far the largest user of RG62 is probably Arcnet developed by 
DataPoint. This is very common in many of the earlier LANs more 
sophisticated than Lantastic.

Hue mentioned the plate with drilled/tapped holes. That's one way to 
go, and if you also have taps you can make your own. 


There's another variant that will give screw size but not thread pitch. 
I've seen ‘em made by both Starrett (expensive!) and Brown & Sharpe. 
Any tool place will happily sell you a Starrett for a wheelbarrow full 
of money, but MSC will sell you the Brown and Sharpe for about $7.14. 
Their part number is 06587265. It's a simple plate with a "V" cut in 
it, marked along the edges with screw sizes on the front and wire 
gauges on the back. Slide it down into the "V" till it bottoms out and 
read the number next to the screw! MSC can be reached at

Did something very abnormal for me -- started *thinking*x about the 
subject for a couple minutes. Makes my head hurt, but: 


Cheap method would be to get a pair of single-sided circuit boards, 


about 2x3 inches or so ought to do it. Drill holes in one for the 
various screw sizes/pitches you will be checking. Mount 1-inch screw 
on each board, using lockwasher & nut. That lets you check the washers 
and nuts as well (you xhavex been keeping them in addition to the 
screws, haven't you?). Then bore oversize holes in the other board and 
center a nut for each size over the appropriate hole. Either solder or 
glue the nuts to the board and you have your screw sizer. Now you have 
no excuse for not sorting the quart jars and coffee cans full of 
screws/washers/nuts you stripped out of all those boatanchors many 
moons ago. :-)

I received a very nice Collins 618S-1A Transceiver from Manuel Maseda, of 
Tampa on Friday. The 618S-1A is a commercial version of the military ARC-38 
Autotune transceiver, utilizing a crystal controlled channeling scheme 


instead of the stabilized master oscillator of the ARC-38. The "1A" 
designator indicates a minor mechanical mod over the 618S-1, and not the 
difference between AM and SSB as in the ARC-38 vs. 38A. This is an AM/CW 
radio only. I believe this is the type of radio installed in the DC-6 
fuselage walkthrough at the Smithsonian Air & Space Museum. Interetingly, 
the associated manuals for the 618S-1A, while written for commercial use, 
also have USAF TO numbers. Perhaps these units were used in MATS aircraft? 


To complete restoration of this fine radio, I am looking for the following: 


Rear panel connectors and/or interconnection cables 

Dynamotor power unit 

Small 28VDC/115v 400 Hz rotary or static inverter (approximately 100 
watts rating) 

Local and/or remote control boxes 


I believe that ARC-38 components (possibly excepting the control boxes) will 
work with the 618S-1A. I am also interested in corresponding with others 
who have worked with this radio and/or the ARC-38. Any info regarding 
variable frequency control, which appears possible by injecting a outboard 
master osc signal, would also be appreciated. 


In light of this morning's Fungus Among Us thread, I would also like to 
salute Manuel as one of the true BA Good Guys. Not only did he pass on the 
618-S1A gratis (remember his solicitation for prospective restoration 
recipients?), he shipped it gratis, 2 day FEDEX Air! Manuel, I am honored 
to be given stewardship over this fine radio. Be assured that eventually, 
it will likewise be passed on gratis from me, along with any value added 
(hardware and sweat equity) that I can add to it. I am thinking of setting 
it up at the New England Musuem of Wireless and Steam's W1INTE in memory of 
our recently departed brother BA'er Dave Smith, N2KSZ, who had very close 
ties to the Musuem, and its founder, Bob Merriam.
